The application has been amended as follows: 
1) Cancel claims 1-35. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The independent claim is drawn to a method of filling a capsule for containing a 
powder by a) providing a capsule and placing the capsule in a filling state b) creating an 
airflow through the capsule such that powder from an external source is entrained into 
the internal chamber of the capsule and c) moving the capsule to a sealing state. 

While US Patent 1,410,556 teaches a similar capsule to the one described in the 
claims, albeit not adapted to hold a powder for inhalation, it does not teach a method for 
filling it with powder. While JP 61-122901 (Note that an English translation of this 
reference in enclosed) teaches a method for filling a vessel with powder, it does not 
teach the capsule as claimed. The examiner can find no motivation to combine these 
two references.
